In addition, ASSET® RS may improve the com- 
patibility of fertilizer spray mixes and may reduce application equipment corrosion 
problems. ASSET® RS may also be useful in lowering the freeze point of some fer- 
tilizer mixtures. ASSET® RS is particularly effective with row starter fertilizers. 
When used in conjunction with sound fertility practices, ASSET® RS may improve 
the performance of nutritional products used in wide range agricultural, ornamental 
and turf applications.

ASSET® RS is compatible with most liquid fertilizer/herbicide spray mixes at 
manufacturers specified label rates. However, it is recommended that a "jar test" be 
performed prior to the actual application. In the event of fertilizer/herbicide com- 
patibility problems, the addition of a stabilizing/compatibility agents are recom- 
mended. Best results are obtained when ASSET® RS is incorporated or injected in 
a zone or band in the soil with the fertilizer component at a minimum depth of two 
(2) to four (4) inches. The recommendations for the use of this product are based 
upon the best current information available.

To determine the proper amount of ASSET® RS to add to the fertilizer, multiply the 
recommended dosage rates below by the number of acres one ton of fertilizer will 
cover.
